dꝛy pꝛinted bookes, in the englyſhe tonge, that be bꝛought from outwarde parties, and by ſuche lyke bokes as haue bene pꝛynted within this 
his realme, ſet fozth with pꝛiuilege, conteynynge annotations and additions in the margines, pꝛologes, and calenders, imagined and inuen⸗ 
ted aſwell bythe makers deuylers, and pꝛinters of the ſame bokes, as by ſondzy ſtraunge perſones called Anabaptiſtes and ſacramentaries, 
whiche be lately commen into this realme, where ſome of them do remapne pꝛiuily vnknowen, and by ſomme his highnes ſubiectes, vſynge 
ſome ſuperſtitiouſe ſpeches and raſhe woꝛdes of erronyouſe matters, and fantaſticall opinions, bothe in thetr pꝛeachinges and familyar cõ⸗ 
munications, wherby dyuers and many of his louynge ſymple ſubiectes, haue ben enduced and encouraged, arrogantly and ſuperſtitiouſely, 
to argue and diſpute in open places, tauernes, and alehouſes, not onely vppon the holy Sacrament of Baptiſme, but alſo vppon the mooſte 
bleſſed ſacrament of the Aultar,and further to breke contempne and deſpiſe ok they2 owne pꝛiuate wylles and appetites,otherholy ſacramen⸗ 
tes, laudable tites and ceremonies, hetetofoze bſed and accuſtomed in his graces realme and churche of Englande,not only to the great ſclan- 
der of ſondzy the kynges true ſimple and vnlerned ſubiectes and other, but allo to the repꝛoche and vituperation of this ſayd hole realme and 
churche, to his gracis highe diſcontentation and dilpleaſure, with daunger of encreaſe of the ſayde enoꝛmittes and abuſes, oneles his highs 
nes ſhulde ſpedily refourme and redzeſſe the lame: whervpon his maieſtie moſte pꝛudently ponderinge and conſideryng the greatte cure and 
charge, whiche it hath pleaſed almyghty god of his infinite goodnes to commytte to his maieſtie, ouer all the congregation of the ſayd chur⸗ 
che of Englande, Ind aboue all thynges erneſtly wyllyng and deſyꝛing to auaunce and ſet foꝛth the holy woꝛde of god to his diuine honour 
and gloꝛie, and to conſerue his laid realme and churche, committed to his charge, in peace, vnitie, reſt, and tranquillitie clere and voyde from 
all wycked errours erronyouſe opynyons and dyſſention, Dothe therfoze ſtraitly charge and commande by this his pꝛeſent pzoclamation, as 
well all and ſinguler his ſubiectes, of what degree oꝛ qualitie ſo euer they be, as all other what ſo euer relpantes oz inhabitauntes within this 
his realme, oꝛ within any his gracis dominions, that from hensfo2th they and euery of them foꝛ his part, ſhall obep kepe and oblerue all and 
ſynguler ſuche articles as hereafter folowe, vpon the peynes and penalties conteyned and ſpecikied in the lame. 

F YRSTE FOR expellynge and aduoydinge the occaſion of the ſaid errours and ſeditioule opinions, by reaſon of bokes impꝛinted in the 
englyſhe tonge, bꝛought and tranſpozted from outward parties, The kynges moſt ropall maieſtie ſtraytely chargeth and commaundeth, that 
no perſon oz perſons, of what eſtate degree oz condition euer he be, ſhall krom hensfoth ( without his maieſties lpectall licence) tranſpoꝛt oz 
bꝛinge from outwarde parties, into this his realme of England, oꝛ any other his graciß dominions, any maner bokes pꝛinted in the englyſhe 
tonge, noꝛ ſell, gyue, vtter, oꝛ publiſhe any ſuche bokes from hensfozthe to be bzoughte into this realme, oꝛ into auy his highnes dompnions, 
vpon the peynes that the offcndours in that article ſhall nat onely incurre and runne into his gracis moſte high diſpleaſure and indignation, 
but alſo ail loſe and foꝛfaite vnto his maieſtie, all his o2 they: goodes and cattalles, and haue empꝛilonment at his gracis wyll.

A ND OVER THIS his mateſtieſtraptely chargeth and commaundeth all other ſtraungers of the ſame Anabaptiftes and ſacramen- 
tarics erronyoule ſectes, not beinge appꝛehended oꝛ knowen, that they within, vitt. oz. r. dayes after this pꝛeſent pꝛoclamation, with all cele- 
titte ſhall departe out of this realme,and all other his domintons, vpon peyne of loſſe of their lpues, and foꝛfaiture of all theyꝛ goodes, wy 
out any fauourremilſion oꝛ indulgence to be adminiſtred to any of the offendours agapnſte the tenour of this pꝛeſent article. | 
1. EM FOR ag moche as the moſt bleſſed and holy ſacrament of the aultar is the beray body and bloud of our loꝛde 1E SVS CHRISTE, 
our onely ſauiour and redemer, and lo hath and oughte to be taken and beleued by the hole congregation of chziſten men, vpon the perylle ol 
damnation, truely and without any ſpniſtexargumentes oz ſophiſticall opinions, grounded without faythe vppon fantaſticall reaſons, his 
hyghnes therfoze myndynge ernelfly to conlerue his people in the true and iuſte faythe of the ſayde holy and bleſſed ſacrament, and that they 
ſhall not be ſeduced oz begyled by fantaſticall tealons and argumentes, ſtraytely chargeth and commaundeth all and ſynguler his louynge 
ſubiectes, and other reſpauntes within this his realme, and all other his dominions, that they noz any of them from henſefozth, ſhall reaſon,

| raſhe wylles, to comtemne bzeake and vyolate dyuers and many laudable ceremontes and rytes, hcretofoze bled and accuſtomed in the chur⸗ 
che of Englande, and yet not abzogated by the kynges hyghnes authozttie, wherby dayly ryſeth moche dyfference, ftryfe, and contention a- 
monges dyuerſe and ſondry his louynge lubtectes, as foz and concernyng the ceremonyes of holy bzeade, holy water, pꝛoceſſion knelyng and 
crepynge on good fryday to the Croſſe, and Eaſter dap, ſettynge bp of lyghtes befozethe Cozpus Chaiſti, bearynge of Candels vpon the dap 
of the purification of ourlady, ceremonies vled at the; purificacton of women delpuered of chylde, and offeryngeof they; cryſomes, kepyng 
of the foure offerynge dayes, payment of tythes accoꝛdynge to the olde cuſtomes of the realme, and all other ſuche lyke laudable ceremontes 
hcretofoze vled in the churche of Englande, whiche as yet be not abolyſhed noz taken away by the kynges highnes: His maieſtie foz auop- 
dynge uche contentions, and the occaſions of the ſame amonges his louynge ſubiectes, dothe ſtraytely charge and commaunde all and ſyn⸗

and abules, whiche haue crepte into the hartes and ſtomakes of many his true ſymple and vnlerned louynge ſubiectes,fozlacke of the ſyn- 


cere and true erplication, and the declaring of the true meanyng and vnderſtandyng of holy ſcripture, ſacramentals, rytes, and ceremonies | 
as allo the ſondry ſtritkes and contentions, whiche haue and maye growe amonges many ok his ſayde louynge ſubiectes, foz lacke of the ve⸗ 
ry perfyte knowlege of the true entent and meanyng of the lame, hath dyuers tymes moſte ſtraptely commaunded all and ſyngular his arch- 
byſſhops, byſhops, and other miniſters of the clergie of this his moſte noble realme, in their ſermons and pꝛeachynges, playnely purely ſyn⸗ 
cerely, and with all their poſſible diligence, to ſet foꝛthe fyꝛſte the glozie of god, and trouthe of his moſte bleſſed woꝛde, and after, the true mea⸗ 
nynge and ende of the layd ſacramentals and ceremonies, to thentent that al ſuperſticious abuſes, and idolatries being aduoyded, the ſame 
ſacramentals, rytes, and ceremonyes myght be quietly vſed foz ſuche only entent and conlyderation as they were fyzſte inſtituted and ment, 
his maieſtie hauynge knowledge, that this his mooſte godlye and mooſte vertuous commaundement, hath nat ben erecuted accozdynge to 
his truſte and expectation, therfoze ſtraytly eftſones chargeth and commandeth all his ſayd archbyſhaps and byſhops of this his cealme,not 
onely in their owne perſons, with moze diligence to pꝛeache teache, open, and ſette fozthe to his people and louynge ſubiectes within their cu⸗ 
res, commptted to them by his highnes koz that purpoſe, as oftcit as they conuenpently may, the woꝛd of god ſyncerely and purely declaryng 
ſuche dyfference betwene thinges commaunded by god, and the rites and ceremonies akoꝛelayde, and the vſe of theym, in ſuchs wyſe as his 
people, beinge vnder their cures, by his highnes to them commytted, may be bꝛought to the true knowlege of they lyuely faythe to god, and 
obedyence to his highnes, with they: loue and charitte alſo to theyꝛ neyghbours: But alſo his highneſſe ſtraytly chargeth and commandeth, 
all archedeacons, deanes, pꝛouoſtes, perloncs, vycars, curates, and other miniſters, and euery of them, in their owne perſons, within their 
cures, truly and diligently to do the ſame, and further in all their laid ſermons and collattons to ſtire and erhozte the people to charitie loue, 
and obedience, and alſo to rede and here with ſymplicitie, and without any arrogancy, the veray goſpell and holy ſcripture, and to confozme 
by erneſt dedes they: myndes and wylles vnto the lame, aduoydynge all maner of contention, ſtryfe, and occaſions thcrof, vppon peyne not 
onely to incurre his mateſtics indignation, but alſo foꝛ they: ſlackneſſe and neglygence in the executing of they: cures and charges, commpt⸗ 
ted vnto thein by his hyghnes, to be imp;iſoned and punyſhed at his maieſties pleaſure. 
I. EM FOR as moche as it appereth now clerely, that Thomas Becket, ſomtyme Irchbyſhop of Canturburie ſtubburnely to withſtand 
the holſome lawes eſtablyſhed agaynſte the enoꝛmities of the clergie, by the kynges highnes mooſte noble pzogenitour, kynge HEN RY the 
ſeconde, foz the common welthe reſte, and tranquillitie of this realme, ot his krowarde mpnde fledde the realme into Fraunce and to the bt- 
hop of Rome, mayntenourof thole enoꝛmities, to pꝛocure the abꝛogation of the ſayd lawes, wherby aroſe moch trouble in this ſaid realme, 
And that his dethe, whiche they vntruely called martyꝛdome, happened vpon a reſkewe by him made and that as it is wꝛitten he gaue oppꝛo- 
bꝛious woꝛdes to the gentyll men, whiche than counſapled hym to leaue his ſtubberneſſe, and to auoyde the commocion ok the people, ryſen 
vp foꝛ that reſcue. And he nat onely callyd the one of them bawde, but alſo toke Tracy by the boſome, and violently ſhoke and plucked hym 
in ſuche maner, that he had almoſte ouerth;owen hym to the pauement of the churche, So that vpon thts fray one of their company percet- 
uynge the ſame, ſtrake hym, and lo in the thꝛonge Becket was ſlayne, And kurther that his Canonization was made onely by the byſſhop of 
Rome, bycaule he had ben a champion to maynteyne his vſurped auctoꝛitie, and a bearer of the iniquitie of the clergie foꝛ theſe and foz other 
great # vrgent cauſes, longe to recyte,the kynges maieſtie, by the aduyſe of his counſayle, hath thought expedyent, to declare to his louynge 
ſubiectes that notwithſtandynge the ſayde canonization, there appereth nothynge in his lyfe and exteriour conuerſation, wherby he ſhuld be 
callyd a lainct, but rather eſtemed to haue ben a rebell and traytour to his pꝛynce: Therfozehis grace ftrayghtly chargeth and commandeth, 
that from henle fo:th the ſayde Thomas Becket ſhall not be eſtemed, named, reputed, no: called a ſayncte, but byſſhop Becket, and thathis 
ymages and pictures,th:ough the hole realme, ſhall be putte downe,and auoyded out of all churches, chapelles, and other places, and that 
from henle foꝛthe, the dayes vled to be feſtiuall in his name, ſhall not be obſerued, noz the ſeruice office, antiphones, collettes, and pꝛapers in ; 
his name redde, but raſed and put out of all the bokes. Ind that all other feſtiuall dayes, all redy abꝛogate, ſhalbe in no wyſe ſoleinniſed, but 
his gracis oꝛdynaunce and Jniunctions thervpon oblerued, to thententhis gracis louynge ſubiectes ſhall be no lengar blyndely ledde and 
abuſed, to cõmitte idolatrie, as they haue done in tymes paſſed, vpon peyn of his maieſties indignation,x impaſonment at his gracis pleſure, 
F INALLY his maieſtye wylleth, and chargeth all his ſayd trewe louynge and obedient ſubiectes, that they and euery of them foz his part, 
ſhall kepe and obſerue all and ſpngular the Iniunctions, made by his maieſtie, vppon the peyne therein conteyned, and further to be punyſ⸗ 


ſhed at his graces pleaſure. 
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
